?-P May 1966.. F t, Meyers, Two objects, red in color and "about the 
size of a bead"; were reported high in the sky above Winkler Rd, 
at 9:10 Monday night. Fritz R. Wilke, 28, 2405 Kenneeaw Ave. a ut¬ 
ility man in the packing house of Zipper Earms, reported the sight¬ 
ings to the News-Press* Wl^Jce reported ho was knowcking at the door 
of a friend, Manuel Rodriquez on Winkler Rd, when he looked up and 
saw the first object in the clear shy, "Aft first I saw only one,” 
Wilke said. "It was right overhead and very high up, Judging by its 
size. It began to traoe a circle in the sky. About half-way round 
the circle another object appeared. Following the path of the first . 
Wilke said he called Manuel and Eugene Rodriquez, and brothers Herman 
and Miguel-, all came outside and watohed the objects for aprox. 10 
minutes, Wilke reported that the first object changed suddenly from 
red to green, then to a bluish-green, then to a bright gold." Wilke 
said, "and it seemed oloser," When the second object appeared, the 
first switched to a red polor again. The second remained red through 
outt* tt " At 9:20 PM the whattamaoallita did fade out of sight, ____

Gainesville - 24 Mav 1966. 

The unidentified flying object that passed over Gainesville early 
Monday morning was seen by Phil Cantner and a friend as they got out 
of their oar sometime between 1Z and 12:15 AM. He had it In sight 
five minutes and described it as round with a ring of about 10 even¬ 
ly spaced steady red lights. There was a pulsating white light in 
the center, he said, and estimated the white light was a diameter's 
length above the objeot but with no visible connection to the objopt. 
... Around midnight the Gainesville Police Dept, received a call fr¬ 
om a porson who described the object as having a ring of lights,rod, 
with a white light in the ccntor, like tho report from Cantner. Th¬ 
ey also rocelvod reports from tho Campus P.D. Two University of Fla. 
policemen reported seeing a "shining object with an outor ring of 
red lights with a whito flashing light in tho middlo" hovoring over 
Florida Flold. Campus Police Chief said Offioor Lewis Lindsey sight¬ 
ed tho objoct at 12:06. AM and that another night patrolman, Lt. R. 
Martin, saw "tho samo objoct" shortly aftor Lindsey roportod it..... 
According to tho witnesses, tho objoct was noisoloss and was flying 
in a northeasterly dirootion.., It appearod to bo round but its si¬ 
ze could not bo ostlmatod by any of tho witnesses...Cantnor estimat¬ 
ed the speod at 30 MPH and tho altitudo at 1,000 to 3*000 ft. Ho

od universities to provide scientific teams to investigate promptly and 
in depth certain sightings of unidentified flying objects* The Air 
Piehce said yesterday that no schools havo yet been chosen and the num¬ 
ber to be used is still indefinite. A. scientific advisory board rec¬ 
ommended last march that course cf action bo followed by tho Air Eor- 
co which has pledged to strengthen probes of reports it receives on UEO'a. 
The board suggested that each university team should include at least 
include one psychologist, preferably one Interested in clinical psy¬ 
chology, and at least one physical scientist, probably an astronomer 

or geophysicist familiar with atmospheric physics* _

The Air Force ls investigating reports 
n$a» -E&y&ng -Saucer and a croaturo for Outer Space which was sighted 
nfeafcthere. Betty Jean Klcrn, 16 , of Jamestown, New York, Douglas Tib¬ 
betts^, 18 , of Greenhurst, N.Y., Mrs. Anita Hailsey, 22, of Jamestown 
and Gerald Lavelie all reported sighting an object that cane down in 
the aroa of the Preque Islo Peninsula, on Sunday, July 31. While Tib¬ 
betts went with the police to investigate the object which descended 
Miss Klem asserted that she, Mrs. Hailsey, and the latters' two chil¬ 
dren, saw a formless croaturo appear from the bushes and approach to 
within 5 feet of the sutonobilo they were sitting in. She said the 
object had a head and shoulders, was about 6 ft. tall, but she saw no 
legs. Miss Klem, being frightened, began blowing the horn to summon 
the police, the creature disappeared without a trace. However, it w«

WbIdwiohk -and -Ridgewood, -reported seeing a bright rod object overhead, 
Ar-g* 1st.- New Jersey Bergen County residents reported sighting a 
bright object overhead between the hours of 3 and 5 AM. G.E* T& wn- 
eoni of 63 Oakhill Road, Midland Park, who watched the object through 
binoculars, said that it moved slowly from the east above his house, 
toward the Waldwick ard. The object, he said, was liko a big,, pink¬ 
ish, red ball which did not make a noise. Waldwick patrolman, Jay 
Stafford also reported seeing the objoct. He described it as a bri¬ 
ght, red, round ball which remained motionless in the sky for 5 to 10 
mi nutes before it disappeared.SOURCE: Jack Robinson.

Sandusky» Ohio - August 5-1966. Throe rod and green flashing lights 
branded -by -sheriff’s department deputies and polico as unidentified 
flying objects, hovered over the Sandusky area. Tho sightings repor¬ 
ted near the Soldiers Hone on US: 250 at Ohio 13, deputies said* The 
objects, also seen by Perkins Township police, hovered over the area 
for about 40 ninutes and then took off like a Jet. .and at Milan, 

10 niles south of here, polico reported RADAR on their cruller reg¬ 
istered 95 - 100 nph readings at tinoa when NO cars were moving in 
the area. Also, at NIIESm resudonts witnessed what they described as 
’’flying saucers” early today in the eastern heavens* The sightings 
occurred about 5 this morning. One NILES woman said she viewed the 
spectacle for nearly an hour before he objects dlsappozred about day 
light. ...,*The objects were reported ’’quite clear, blinking, and 2 
of then were bright and silvery and quite large. Tho third, in a for 
nation of throe was considerably smaller and had flashing lights of 
blue, rod and orange* In another section above the eastern horizon, 
four or five others were also seen, but they were not so clearly de¬ 
fined as the other formation.
